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DO not recall ever seeing or reading 
any article as to the origin of our 
3c postage rate. Thinking perhaps 
that this will interest philatelists, I 

submit the following interesting biogra- 

phy I ran across in the ‘Geneology of the 

Potter Families in America’ (Alfred 

Mudge & Son, Boston, 1888). I note that 

various writers allude to James Chalmers 

as the inventor of the postage stamp and 

Rowland Hill gave the postage stamp to 

the world. Chalmers is credited with 

actually making sample postage stamps 
in 1834. It appears, however, that to the 

Honorable and Judge Emery Davis Pot- 

ter of Toledo, Ohio, should be given the 

credit for giving the United States our 
3c postage rate. The following is quoted 
from the Potter Genealogy, Part 2, page 

31: 

“Judge Potter was Chairman of the 
Standing Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads, Thirtieth Congress; intro- 
duced and was instrumental in carrying 
the bill reducing postage to the uniform 
tate of three cents, and in introducing 
and passing a bill for the coinage of the 
three cent coin. It is interesting to note 
the difficulties with which Judge Potter 
had to contend, when in Congress, in se- 
curing a reduction of postage to three 
cents; for he was the author of that meas- 
ure, and to his persistent efforts and skill 
the people are indebted for that reform. 

“Formerly postage was charged for car- 
trying letters according to the distance, 
the rates ranging from six to tweny-five 
cents. Envelopes were not used. The 
letter must be folded and sealed with a 
wafer. Postage was not paid in advance 
then, but collected on delivery of the 
letter. 

“In the Thirtieth Congress Judge Pot- 
| ter introduced a bill to change the whole 

Postal System. It was fought bitterly, 

especially by the Southern members. At 

that time our small coin consisted of 
pennies, a six and a quarter, a twelve 
and a half, and twenty-five cent pieces. 
| The small silver coin in the Northern 

States was called a ‘tip’ or a ‘fip and a 

| bit’ and the next in size a ‘shilling.’ In 

the South the small coin was called a 
| Picayunie.’ Throughout the South, pen- 
nes were not used, nothing smaller than 
the six and a quarter cent piece being 
circulated. 

“When Judge Potter presented the new 
Postage Bill into the House, members of 
Congress of the South declared it im- 
Possible, on the ground that change could

enough to pay the postage on a letter. 
The Judge saw that he could not get his 
Bill through unless he could overcome 
this objection. He put his wits to work, 
and the result was a die for casting the 
original three cent piece, the small silver 
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Whence Came 3c Postage 


coin with a star on one side, now found 
only in coin collectors’ hands. 

“He had this prepared at his own ex- 
pense and sent to the Philadelphia mint 
and caused several hundred pieces of this

Weiss Celebrates 50th Anniversary 





One of the oldest firm names in philat- 
ely is that of the Queen City Stamp & 
Coin Co. of Cincinnati. On October 26, 
Phil. M. Weiss, its founder and present 
owner, celebrates the 50th anniversary of 
his entry into the stamp business and the 
founding of that company. For the an- 
niversary dinner, Mr. Weiss has printed 
a little souvenir folder telling highlights 





in his career; a career which has won 
him thousands of friends and made his 
name well known throughout the U. S 
He tells that he was born in 1875 at Cin- 
cinnati, and collected stamps while a 
messenger boy for Western Union. When 
he was still some months short of his 14th 
birthday, he took a job as assistant to a 
stamp dealer whose shop was located on 
the present site of Cincinnati’s Elks Tem- 
ple. But business turning out poorer than 
expected, the new position lasted only e 
year. His employer encouraged him to gc 
into the stamp business on his own anc 
Phil took that advice. With stock sup. 
plied at wholesale by his former employ- 
er, plus Phil’s own collection of 4,000 dif- 
ference (equivalent, he says, to a presen‘ 
day 20,000 variety collection), he com 
menced dealing from his home. 





In 1890 he placed his first advertise- 
ment under the name of “The Queen 
City Stamp Co.” and shortly thereafter 
opened an office whose main piece of 
equipment was a large roll-top desk. In 


1899 he opened his first ground floor shop 
at 809 Vine St., but operated a cigar and 
new stand in connection. The combina- 
tion was not to his liking so in 1901 he 
opened up at the Sinton Bldg. He tells 
of a lucky last minute change of mind 
over location, having cancelled a lease 
in the Pike Opera House, which not long 
afterward was burned. In 1913 he moved 
to his present location at Sixth and Race 
Streets, where quarters have gradually 
expanded from a single office room to 
five, with combined area of 1500 square 
feet of floor space. From 1925 to 1929 
Mr. Weiss also operated a branch ground 
floor shop in the Emery Arcade but this 
was closed when the building was torn 
down. 

When Phil Weiss started in the stamp 
business 50 years ago, the Scott Catalog 
listed only 118 U. S. regular postage 
stamps and included postal stationery, 
fiscals used postally, etc. In those days 
there were so few different stamps that 
many things now no longer collected 
were highly prized and cataloged, such as 
foreign locals. The highest priced U. S. 
stamp was the 90c 1869 ($4.00) and the 
1847’s were still common enough for 
many large finds were being made. Com- 
memoratives were not a stock item at all, 
for there were almost none, and such 
things as the recently issued New South 
Wales series were looked down upon. 


To Phil Weiss, Linn’s extends its con- 
gratulations on his very successful half 
century career as a stamp dealer and for 
his part in making our hobby the popular 
one it is today. We also extend our best 
wishes that the veteran may continue 
at his post for many years to come. In 
that we are sure to be joined by our 
many readers who have dealt with Mr. 
Weiss these past decades.

small coin to be made. All this he did 
quietly without the knowledge of his fel- 
low members of Congress. 

“As soon as he received his new coin— 
then unauthorized but subsequently made 
by authority—he filled his pockets and 
went into the House, resolved to call up 
his bill at the first opportunity. He got 
it before the House, when up jumped a 
Southern member and assailed it on the 
ground that the people of the South had 
no money small enough to pay the post- 
age on a letter. When dilating upon this 
point, the judge quietly approached the 
speaker, pulled a hand full of the three- 
cent pieces from his pocket, and gave 
several of the new silver pieces to the 
member on the floor. This completely 
nonplussed the opposer of the bill. The 
curiosity of the whole House was excited 
to know what it was the Judge had given 
the speaker which had so completely si- 
lenced his argument. In a few moments 
the whole House knew what it was, and 
every member had a three-cent piece in 
his hand. The trick was so clever, the 
argument so unanswerable, and placed 
the House in such good humor, that the 
bill finally passed and became a law.” 


Just when this occurred is not clear; 
it must have been sometime in 1848 or 
1849 as Judge Potter became a member 
of Congress in 1848 and the Thirtieth 
Congress adjourned on March 3, 1849. 
The Act of March 3, 1851, passed upon 
the last day of session of the Thirty-first 
Congress, established the postage rate of 
3c for single letters for distances under 
3,000 miles. These rates came into force 
on July 1, 1851, replacing the former 5c 
and 10c rate for shorter distances. In 
the same year coinage of a three-cent 
piece was commenced. Can others shed 
more light on the unusual incident related 
above? 


Route A. M. 51 to Open 


Service will commence on air mail 
route A. M. 51 on or about November 1, 
the Second Assistant Postmaster General 
announces. This route will extend from 
Norfolk, Va., via Rocky Mount, N. C., 
Raleigh, N. C., Greensboro, N. C., and 
Asheville, N. C., to Knoxville, Tenn. 
Since all except Rocky Mount and Ashe- 
ville already have air mail service, 
cachets will be applied only to first flight 
covers mailed from these two cities. The 
flight from Asheville is expected to take 
place later, pending improvements to 
the airport. Postmasters at the two 
cities will hold covers for first flight mail- 
ing if properly stamped and addressed 
covers are sent them under cover with 
instructions authorizing them to hold 
covers for the flight. Face of each cover 
should be indorsed in pencil to indicate 
direction desired as “Rocky Mount east” 
r “Rocky Mount west,” etc. If no in- 
structions, or improper instructions, the 
covers will be dispatched by either plane 
thought best for dispatch.

On October 14, final details concerning 
the stamp commemorating the 75th an 


niversary of the 13th Amendment, were | 


released by the Post Office Department. 


Since most of our readers will have seen} 


the stamp by the time this appears in 





print, no description is necessary here 
other than it was to be printed by the 
rotary press, be same size as other large 
vertical commemoratives and 40,000,000 
were ordered printed. 

The design is a replica of the upper 
portion of “The Peace Monument,” as it 
was called, which stands in Lincoln Park, 
Washington, D. C. This bronze work 
was produced by Thomas Ball, a gifted 
American sculptor, and was unveiled in 
1875. The artist’s term for it was ““Eman- 
cipation Group,” and the statue is gen- 
erally referred to simply as the Emanci- 
pation statue. A duplicate of the monu- 
ment is located at Boston. 

William A. Roach designed the stamp, 
while James T. Vail and Carl T. Arlt en- 
graved the original die, Vail engraving 
the lettering and Arlt the vignette. 


British Colonial Errors 


A customer of the KenMore Stamp Co. 
has called their attention to what he says 
is an error in the design of the current 
2c British Guiana; the archer having the 
wrong foot forward. Also that the sea 
view as shown on the Ic Trinidad and 
Tobago omits an island. The postal serv- 
ices of the colonies have been advised, 
but nothing definite about possible cor- 
rection has been learned.

Italian East African series. Since in the- 
ory at least, Mussolini is only premier 
and King Victor Emanuel ruler of the 
Italian Empire, the Duce’s portrait has 
appeared but infrequently. 





One who, when opportunity offered, 
searched post office wastebaskets for 
stamps, has inquired if there is a law 
against it. There isn’t any post office 
ban on it, but the practice of some peo- 
ple in cluttering up the mails with dis- 
carded Business Reply post cards on 
which they have inscribed allegedly witty 
remarks, has caused the Post Office 
Dept. to request postmasters to obtain 
the name and address of persons seen 
searching wastebaskets.

Union to Compile Philatelic

The Pan American Union, as a result 
of many inquiries from philatelists for 
biographical data regarding persons de- 
picted on Latin American issues, and the 
fact that no other source is available to 
U. S. collectors for this information; has 
decided to publish a “Who’s Who on the 
Postage Stamps of Latin America” and 
sell these in sections at 10c per country, 
post free.

First Voyage Covers 


One of a number of new vessels being 
constructed for service between New 
Orleans and South American ports, the 
S.S. Deltargentino, will leave New Or- 
leans on its maiden voyage on Nov. 22, 
enroute to Buenos Aires, Argentina and 
some intermediate ports. Returning, it 
will leave Buenos Aires Dec. 20 and ar- 
rive at New Orleans Jan. 9, 1941. The 
Post Office Department is supplying the 
New Orleans postmaster with a cachet 
to be used on such covers as collectors 
and other interested persons may send 
him to be carried on the maiden voyage. 
Such covers may be addressed to any 
point in the U. S., Latin-America or 
Canada, postage affixed at rate of 3c 
(other places 5c) and sent to the post- 
master of New Orleans, La., inside an- 
other envelope containing a note author- 
izing him to hold for maiden voyage. 
Deadline is Nov. 20. 

Collectors may also obtain northbound 
covers by sending stamped, addressed 
covers to the Director of Posts, Buenos 
Aires, postage required being 15 centavos 
per 20 grams (approximately two-thirds 
of an ounce) for covers addressed to Can- 
ada, the U. S. or other American repub- 
lics and 20 centavos elsewhere. If no Ar- 
gentine stamps are available to the col- 
lector he may send the covers together 
with a remittance of 6c in money order 
or cash (8c if addressed to places out- 
side the countries enumerated above) to 
the Mississippi Shipping Co., New Or- 
leans, La. They will have their Buenos 
Aires office obtain stamps, affix them and 
see they are mailed on northbound trip. 

Envelopes with a clear space 31% inches 
in width at left should be used, in order 
to permit application of cachet. If this 
space is not clear, no cachet will be af- 
fixed. Post cards may not be sent. Ar- 
gentine authorities will backstamp the 
Southbound covers and apply a cachet to 
Northbound covers. No provision is made 
for mailings to or from intermediate 
ports of call.

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Australasian Notes 
BY R. PORTER 





AUSTRALIA 

I mentioned last month that the plate 
numbers of the A.I.F. stamps are proba- 
bly being guillotined off from the sheets 
before being issued to the Post Offices. I 
have now seen plate No. 2 on one 2d. 
sheet which escaped this operation, and 
several reports indicate that a few other 
sheets of various values escape with the 
plate numbers. Needless to say fancy 
prices (up to several pounds) are being 
asked for such blocks and the demand 
for them is quite extraordinary. Many 
collectors do not agree with the Post 
Office method of issuing the sheets with- 
out their plate numbers for this has cre- 
ated a very unhealthy state of affairs and 
the blocks showing them attain a value 
out of all proportion to their real worth. 

Although the Western Australia, Vic- 
toria Centenary, McArthur, Jubilee, Ca- 
ble and Anzac issues have been sent out 
to the Post Offices with the plate num- 
bers, the Canberra, Sesqui and A.I.F. 
plate numbers are extremely scarce be- 
cause of the procedure explained previ- 
ously. 

The A.I.F. series has provided a crop 
of varieties in the form of retouches, dif- 
ferent kinds of papers, and damages in 
the plates, and already such stamps have 
appreciated considerably in value. It is 
doubtful however, whether such varieties 
will become popular outside Australia. It 
must be remembered that the scope of 
the Australian collector has been consid- 
erably restricted owing to import diffi- 
culties, and now that he is barred from 
spending his money on fore:gn or Em- 
pire stamps, he has turned his energies 
towards Australian stamps and particu- 
larly varieties of same, of which there 
seems to be an inexhaustible supply. 

Among the most marked varities of 
the A.I.F. series is the 1d. “broken rifle” 
which shows the lower half part of the 
sldier’s rifle missing and evidently a 
damage in the plate has caused a colored 
spot to appear where the lower part of 
the rifle was to have been. This might 
be a deliberate retouch or an accidental 
damage to the plate. 

There are also two different kinds of 
paper used for the A.I.F. stamps. The 
one used for the first supplies was a very 
highly surfaced paper, and the designs 
seem to stand out much better than in 
the latter stamps, which are printed also 
on chalk surfaced paper, but not of such 
a high quality. 


New ZEALAND 


This year’s Health stamps will be is- 
sued as usual in October and the set 
will consist of the same two values as 
last year’s: 2d. + 1d. (orange) and 1d. + 
‘ad. (green). The design will be similar 
to that used for last year’s Health issue 
and the printers are again the Note 
Printing Branch of the Commonwealth 
Bank of Australia. 

_ There are now so many different plates 
im use for the 1d. and 2d. values of the 
Centennial series that the complete col- 
lection of these presents already a for- 





midable task, with the series still to be 
current for another 3 months. The latest 
additions are: 1d.: G4, H4, 12, I3, I4, I5, 
JjJ2, J3, J4 and JS. 2d.: GS, G6, G9, 
G10, H5, H6, H7, H8, H9, H10, 17, I8, 
19, J7, J8, J9, A8, A9, A10, D7, D8, D9, 
K9, K10, L9 and L10. 


Cook IsLANps, NIUE AND 
WESTERN SAMOA 

The 3d. Provisionals were issued on 
September 2nd as announced. The Cook 
Islands and Niue stamps have the same 
design, showing a mountain peak fringed 
with palms and the only difference is in 
the shade which is a darker mauve for 
the Cook Islands. The Niue stamps have 
the word “Niue” inserted between “Cook” 
and “Islands.” The surcharge (in black) 
which consists of the numeral “3” and a 
capital “D” above it is repeated on both 
sides of the design and the original value 
(1'%4d.) is obliterated in black. On the 
whole the stamp has not been improved 
by the surcharge. 

The Western Samoan stamp has also 
the surcharge “3d.” repeated twice, on 
both sides of the design and the original 
value obliterated in black. The design 
of the Western Samoa stamp depicts a 
Samoan chief seated cross legged in front 
of his hut with the peculiar round roof. 
The color of the stamp is brown. 

The stamps for the three islands are 
printed by Bradbury Wilkinson & Co. in 
sheets of 80 on paper watermarked N.Z. 
Star multiple. The imprint and plate 
number are situated at the base of each 
sheet. The Cook Islands and Niue sheets 
bear the plate numbers Al, while the 
Samoan stamps are printed from a plate 
bearing the number 1 only.

“Messrs. David Field, Ltd., asks us to 
tell our readers that they have been un- 
able to maintain their usual prompt serv- 
ice in recent days. Their premises have 
been inaccessible pending the pleasure of 
certain leisurely instruments of destruc- 
tion deposited in the vicinity.” That’s one 
way of saying business is suspended due 
to delayed-action German bombs.

116,219 first day covers were sent from 
Canton, N. Y., of the 10c Remington 
stamp. 173,233 copies of the stamps were 
sold on that day. 140,868 first day covers 
were sent and 465,000 stamps sold on the 
first day of the lc Eli Whitney stamp 
Oct. 7 at Savannah, Ga. 135,388 covers 
sent and 1,030,246 stamps sold was the 
score at New York City on the same date 
for the 2c Morse. The heavy sale of the 
Morse stamp is attributed to certain 
industries planning to use these.
